UNSETTLING’ FACTORS. 
FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.

Last week’s Stock Exchange record made 
rather a mixed showing, i the 
difficulty of gauging the probable trend of 
values in the near future, The outstanding 
feature, the buoyancy of gilt-edged securities, 
was somewhat unexpec though it is justi- 
fied by the exceptional cheapness of money, 
the low cost of Government borrowing on 
Treasury bills, and the latest figures relating 
to the conversion of 5 per cent. War Loan. 
The rise in some of the post-war issues, such 
as 44 per cent. and 5 per cent, Conversion 
and 4 per cent. Funding, to fresh high re- 
cords augurs well for the success of the com- 
ing debt-refunding scheme, and in regard to 
this matter there is an idea that the authori- 
ties may not wait until the amount of cash 
repayments of War Loan on December Ist is 
known, but will take advantage of the pre- 
sent easy conditions beforehand to offer a 
short-dated bond. There js a pronounced 
séarcity of such securities at present, and, 
providing the terms were satisfactory, a big 
demand could be expected, thus providing the 
Government with a good deal of the new 
money that will be needed to redeem 
Treasury Bonds and 44 per cent. War Loan 
and pay off dissentient 5 per cent. War Loan 
holders on December Ist. 


DAY-TO-DAY BORROWING. 

The suggestion may be made that between 
now and that date the Government should 
place “‘ on tap "’—that is, invite applications 
from day to day—íor some short-dated 
security that would appeal to the Money 
market and capitalists, varying the terms 
according to the changes in prices of similar 
existing securities. A considerable sum 
could be obtained from Treasury bills, but, 
as the outstanding amount of these is now 
exceptionally large, it would be inadvisable 
to increase it here could also be a varia- 
tion of the securities offered “on tap ”“ to 
suit the needs of the ordinary investor, in- 
cluding, perhaps, the small capitalist. The 
success of the National Savings movement is 
an example of what can be done in this 
direction. The procedure of offering bonds 
from day to day might be more satisfactory 
than the issue of a big block of stock at one 
time. 


HOW YIELDS HAVE FALLEN. 

With the further rise in prices, the yields 
afforded by gilt-edged securities to fresh pur- 
chasers have been further reduced, and to 
indicate the change the case of 45 per cent. 
Conversion Loan may be taken. At one time 
this year the stock was quoted 93, at which 
the yield, allowing for redemption at par at 
the earliest date, 1940, was over 54 per cent., 
while, if the stock were redeemed at the 
later date, 1944, the return would be nearly

| reached 1101, at which the flat yield, allow-

The 
leading home industrial ordinary shares have 
been well maintained, though not holding the 
best prices recorded a little while ago, and 
the prospects are that barring untoward 
developments the continuance of a good 
market for this group may be expected. 


SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It is interesting to note, therefore, the cur- 
rent recommendations of one of the leading 
Stock Exchange firms. The returns afforded 
by the best of such shares are quite mode- 
rate, but the opinion is held that they will be 
justified by increased dividends in the future. 
There are several shares affording a good 
yield at current prices, and these are included 
in the recommendations. Whether they should 
be bought largely depends upon what views 
are held by investors as to the returns such 
shares should give. The list includes Porritts 
and Spencer, a company manufacturing paper 
machine felts and cotton and linen goods. 
For 1928 to 1930 the dividend was á per 
cent., with a reduction to 15 per cent. for 
1931 and 1932. The company has ample liquid 
resources, and at 2% the shares vield 6-4 
per cent.

Queen Victoria strongly disapproved of 
smoking, and readers of Lee’s “ Life of 
King Edward” will remember the de- 
lightful ruse with which Lord Marcus 
Beresford came to his rescue in the mat- 
ter of the smoking-room, when his august 
mother carried out her tour of inspection

Marlborough House. 


Cropical Birds. 


There is a picture house not very far 
from Dublin, and comparatively few of the 
people who go there to gaze at the figures 
on the screen have ever made a tour of 
the really lovely grounds that lie outside, 
and are jvined by the equally pleasant 
grounds of a hotel.

Inside the shed were dozens ef 
tropical birds, paroquets of every shade 
ar’ hue, love ‘rds, and the more 
dignified cockatoo. ‘they kept 7 an in- 
cessant chatter, and looked very lovely as 
they flew from perch to perch and rade 
the most of the considerable space allotted 
to them. A pathetic touch was added by 
the sight of a small and dowdy chaffinch, 
who flew about frantically, and tried to 
get out through the netting. Perhaps, his 
alien presence accounte for some of the 
gossip. 


De Rougemont and his Turtles. 


Your paragraph on Louis de Rougemont 
(writes a correspondent) reminds me of 
the great enthusiasm which his turtle- 
riding performances aroused when he made 
a tour of the principal cities in England 
a few years later. In the summer of 1902 
he made his first and only appearance. in 
the Liverpool Hippodrome, and, for one of 
his advanced years, showed remarkable 
skill and endurance in the alertness and 
ease with which’ he rode the beautiful 
turtles, which seemed obedient to his every 
word and gesture. Dressed in bathing 
costume, he mounted them with a nimble- 
ness suggestive of a circus-rider, and, as 
the majestic turtles circled the miniature 
lake, he would let himself be thrown off, 
as it were, through the restiveness of his 
mount. He would swim after the turtle, 
and, without even attempting to stop it, 
would resume his position with a facility 
which the most expert swimmers must 
have envied.

One-Day President. 


The campaign for the presidency of the 
United States of America reminds me 
(writes a correspondent) of that odd cir- 
cuimslance in American history which 
made one man President for a single day. 
General Zachary Taylor had been duly 
elected to this high office, but such was 
his veneration of the Sabbath that he 

to be inaugurated as President on 
the appointed date, March 4th, 1849. 
Accordingly, from noon that day until 
the following noon Senator David Rice 
Atchison, who had been elected President 
of the Senate, pro tempore, had even 
greater presidential honours thrust upon 
him. The previous Saturday’s session, 
however, had been protracted, extending 
into the early hours of Sunday, and thus, 
though for twenty-four hours he had 
actually become President of the United 
States, Atchison, tired out, slept through 
most of his term of office. 


Che Sleep-Bringer. 


Speaking of mental exercises which in- 
duce sleep, a friend told me recently of 
one which he claimed to be infallible. It 
requires some will power to carry it 
through, though not more than is poe 
sessed by the normal person. Imagine 
that you are describing a long journey to 
a listener who requires accurate details 
of every step I tried the experiment.

DEMONSTRATION OF 
NON-CAPSIZEABLE CRAFT. 


A successful demonstration of a non-cap- 
sizeable lifebuat, invented by Captain Foy, 
was given in the Alexandra Basin, Dublin, 
on Saturday.

SAVOY FINALIST IN 
IRISH FILM. - 


By Our Firm CoRRESPONDENT, 


ORE and more do the film producers 
M seem to be gett.ng back to production 
methods of the ‘‘ legitimate” stage. 
We have seen in recent week: the excellent 
effects obtained by the use of a simple back- 
und—‘ street scene ” being a typical in- 
stance—and we have seen, too, the gradual 
development of film plays from “ all-act.on 
pictures to the definite and apparently simple 
character study. These signs are, to my 
mind, a portent of good and better fare to 
come—signs which, moreover, since they are 
progressive, I am glad to welcome. 

In various ways does the new, movement 
make itself manifest, among them being an 
effort to introduce seasonable entertainment 
at the right and proper time. The Gaumont 
Company, for instance, has just finished a 
film which is not due for release until St. 
Stephen's Day—a “‘ panto-film”’ called ‘* Puss 
in Boots,” based on the story’ of the wily 
eat whose scheming promotes his young 
master from poverty to riches. The players 
m this film, which is in the nature of a 
musical operetta, are almost entirely children, 
who art the fairy tale in a delightful manner 


NOVEL THEME SONG. 

Another instance of the change-over is pro- 
vided by the Paramount Company, whose 
current comedy, ‘‘ Horse Feathers,’’ with the 
Four Marx Brothers, features a theme song. 
In the past film audiences have, unlike 
theatre audiences, shown some irritation at 
some oft-repeated refrain as voiced by the 
same member of the cast of a particular film.

PHENIX PARK. 


THRILLS WITHOUT 
SERIOUS SPILLS. 


_. By Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HRILLS without sericus spills were a 

I feature of the Irish Motor Raeing 
Club 's meeting on the Grand Prix 
course in the Phenix Park, Dublin, on Satur- 


y. 

A slight shower of rain shortly before the 
start of the mvtor cycle events threatened to 
make the course somewhat slippery: but, for- 
tunately, it dried off before the start of the 
major events. 

Although no speed approaching that of the 
ap “record ” of 91 m.p.h. set up by Lord 
Howe with a Mervsilensiteas ear at the Grand 
Prix races was witnessed on Saturday, some 
remarkably good amateur drivers were on 
the course, and the speeds attained were 
relatively high for the cars used. 

It was unfortunate that J. F. Field's 2,271 
ec. supercharged Bugatti did not comply 
with the ‘flicial requirements, being a single 
seater. The regutiations called for a mechanic 
to be carried, and Field could only have done 
this by having his passenger mounted astride 
the back of the car—a somewhat dangerous 
position, seeimg that he subsequently 
“Japped’’ at over 80 miles an hour. Other 
drivers in the senior “fifty” made a request 
to the stewards that the Bugatti should be 
allowed to take part in the race without a 
mechanic, and it was finally decided that 
Field could drive alone, but he was dis- 
qualified from winning a prize. 


SPECTACULAR DRIVING. 

By far the most spectacular driving of the 
day was that of D. C. MacLachlan, the 
scratch man in the junior race. With a 
1,087 ¢.c. Riley he completed one lap at 75.57 
m.p.h., and finished second to A. Potterton, 
who drove a 747 c.c. M.G. Midget (handicap, 
2 Japs, 1 minute), and ebtained the lead about 
half way through the race. MacLachlan, 
therefore, completed twelve laps to Potter- 
ton’s ten. If it had not been for a bad skid 
at the Gough corner, when he lost several 
seconds, the Riley driver would probably 
have won the event. His average speed over 
the course was 70.05 m.p-h. 

W. Sullivan, of Belfast, who drove a 
Morris-McEvoy-Special (handicap, 1 lap, 3 
mins. 45 secs.), finished third at an average 
speed of 59 m.p.h. The team prize in this 
race was won by the Ulster Automobile Club, 
the places obtained by two of their entries 
being third and sixth.

Alvis (han- 
dicap--1 lap, 45 secs.) had slipped into the 
lead by the tenth lap, and maintained this 
osition unti the close of the race, with H.

CANONISATION.

PILGRIMAGE TO CANT ERBURY. 


The narrow streets of -Canterbury were 
crowded with visitors and residents yester- 
day, when, for the first time since the Refor- 
mation, the Sacrament was carried through 
the streets and exposed for worship in the 
city. 

The occasion was the visit to Canterbury of 
1,500 members of a Roman Catholic organisa- 
tion, the Knights of St. Columba, which was 
founded in America, and which has since 
spread to all parts of the world. 

One of the maim objects of the pilgrimage 
was to offer prayers for the speedy canonisa- 
tion of Sir Thomas More. The pilgrimage 
was organised by ths Southwark Province of 
the ants of St. Columba, in conjunction 
with J‘ather <dmund Sheppard, Parish 
Priest of Canterbury, and was under the 
leadershi 
Bishop ef Southwark. 

The knights, who wore the regalia of their 
order, assembled at the western end of the 
city, and, reciting the Rosary, they made 
their way to the olc church of St. Dunstan, 
where “he leaders of the pilgrimage laid a 
wreath on the Roper vault, in which lies the 
head of Sir Thomas More.

British Government’s official 
comment .on . Germany’s demand for 
‘‘equality in armaments” is _ frigid. 
Britain regrets that Germany has seen 
fit to introduce the question before it 
became -inevitable in the process of the 
Disarmament Conference. She denies— 
admitting, indeed, that Germany had not 
put forth the claim on these grounds— 
that Germany has a legal right to measure 
her armaments by the armaments of other 
She holds that the object of 
of the Treaty of Versailles, on 
which Germany bases her moral case, was 
to pave the way for a general limitation 
of armaments. ‘‘It does not follow,” the 
statement proceeds, “ that all armaments 
must be limited by precisely the same 
method in which Germany’s were limited 
by Part V. of the Treaty.” Part V. 
remains binding, and can cease to be 
binding only by the agreement of the 
signatories. The British statement makes 
only indirect reference to Germany's latest 
move in support of her contention—her 
refusal to be present at the Bureau of 
the Disarmament Conference on Wednes- 
day of this week. It ‘suggests, however, 
that any on the part of 
Germany to let the Conterence take its 
normal course must endanger a meeting 
on which the world’s hopes depend, The

Whatever fate may hold for the 
new Irish Academy of Letters, its early 
temper will be less orthodox.

Shaw and Dr. W. B. Yeats are the pro- 
moters—with “ no authority or mandate ”’ 
save their age and fame—and, as Dr. Yeats 
announced last night, they have invited 
thirty-five persons to be the foundation 
members and associates of the new body. 
It represents, not an embellishment of the 
State, but a revolt against the State; for 
its primary purpose, as we gather, is to 
combat the Free State Government's 
official censorship of books, which at any 
moment may expel an Irish author from 
the Irish market. Tn effect, the first aims 
of the Irish Academy of Letters are as 
practical as those of the Irish Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintnérs’ ‘Protection Associa- 
tion. This fact, in a measure, prevents 
criticism of the proposed membership. It 
consists largely of those younger writers 
who are at daggers drawn with the official 
censor; and in other cirewmstances we 
might condemn the omission of some who 
have contrived at once to satisfy the 
censor and to serve letters. Perhaps, the 
Academy's purpose explains also its 
neglect of classical scholarship, which, in 
the finer branches, has an intimate traffic 
with belles lettres. The scholars, it 
seems, need no protection because the 
censor s eye is blind to all centuries except 
our own; Aristophanes and Petronius may 
laugh at the Dublin Gazette. Since we 
hate the Free State Government's foolish 
and futile censorship of books we hope 
that the new Academy will win its battle— 
but we cannot be very hopeful. While it 
may be true that our people still respect 
intellectual and poetic quality, it is certain 
that such respect does not influence the 
general elections which create Govern- 
ments. Two Free State Governments— 
with little else in common—have confirmed 
the official censorship. The Academy must 
be prepared to tread a long and weary 
way, and it is brought to birth at a 
moment when a country desperately 
concerned for its bread and butter has 
small thought for literary grievances. If 
this interesting venture survives, its test 
as a real academy of letters will come 
when the censorship has vanished. Then 
it will be expected to advance standards 
of taste, to nourish cool perfections and 
to deliver high and impartial judgments. 
Then, in the parochialisms, suspicions, 
jealousies and vested interests of Ireland’s 
intellectual life it will discover the true 
magnitude of its task,

The Test Team. 


On last Saturday most of the meinbers 
of the English Test team left London for 
Australia, where during the coming 
winter the historic struggle for ike 
‘Ashes ” will be renewed. Ill-luck has 
deprived the team of one of its most 
brilliant batsmen and most ~vpular 
members in the person of K. AN. 
Duleepsinhji, to whom bad health has 
forbidden the journey; and almost 
at the last moment Maurice Tate, the 
Sussex bowler, collapsed in consequence of 
the strain of a heavy season. He hopes, 
however, to be able to join his comrades at 
Toulon. Mr. D. R. Jardine’s team may 
not be comparable with some of the really 
great cricket teams of the past: but it 
may be trusted to give an excellent 
account of itself. Mluch young blood has 
been infused into the eleven; the amateur 
element is well to the fore, and, if the 
Australians have a Bradman, the English 
have a Sutcliffe, whose batting record this 
year has been remarkable. In one way 
the English team differs from all previous 
teams of the last twenty-five years—John 
Berry Hobbs is absent from its ranks. 
This great cricketer during the past 
season has proved that his hand has lost 
little, if anything, of its cunning. He 
still car: make a century when the occasion 
demands it; but he is on the brink of fifty 
years of age and very sensibly has 
decided that youth must be served. His 
name will pass into the history of sport as 
that of one of the greatest cricketers of 
all time, as well as of a man who has 
combined the status of a professional with 
the highest traditions of amateur sport. 
Ireland, whose cricket has: improved 
greatly in recent years, will follow the 
fortunes of the Test team with 
sympathetic interest. If it succeeds, 
everybody will rejoice; if it fails, it will 
go down fighting.

Equality of Armaments.

The Wheat Quota. 


' A meeting of the Wheat Commission 
will be held shortly to consider the ques 
tion of advance payments to farmers 
qualifying for them under the wheat quota 
scheme. It is believed that a system of 
payments is likely to be adopted, though 
these will not be large. The object is to 
secure to producers a standard price for 
home-grown millable wheat, which may 
mean in the first year a payment of about 
four millions sterling, representir: the 
difference between the average price 
received by the farmers and the guaran- 
teed price. Official estimates put the total 
wheat crop at 22,250,000 hundredweight, 
of which 19,000,000 cwt. will be of mill- 
able quality, and will qualify for what 
are called ‘“ deficiency payments.’’ The 
Ministry of Agriculture estimates the 
average price at 5s. 9d. With the standard 
price at 10s., this leaves a deficiency of 
4s. ód. a cwt. payable on the 19,000,000 
cwt.. The payments are not due until the 
average price of home-grown wheat for the 
whole twelve months has been ascertained 
after the close of the cereal year next July.

At the 
same time the British suggested, in almost 
peremptory terms, that the provisional 
Government should send a Minister, pre- 
ferably with plenipotentiary powers, to 
London to discuss those questions and the 
further question of the financial arrange- 
ments to be made for the completing of 
pending land purchase transactions, 
as well as for the completion of land 
purchase as a whole. In that way, 
said Mr. MackEntee, the Free State 
Government provided funds for the Irish 
railways, but in so doing Mr, Cosgrave 
and his friends committed themselves in 
respect of R,I.C. pensions, etc. Two con- 
ditions among others imposed on the Free 
State Government were that, as far as the 
new scheme of purchase was concerned, 
the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment should be obtained, and that the 
Free State Government should guarantee 
the payment of land purchase liabilities 
under existing Acts, and the interest and 
sinking fund under the new scheme by 
giving the British Government a specific 
charge on its revenue. 


PARTY FACTIONS. 


That agreement saddled the people with 
a charge in respect of the ad annuities, 
on which £26,800,000 had been paid, and 
on which there willbe still to pay not less 
than £120,000,000 if the present Govern- 
ment, hampered and betrayed by party 
factions, failed to win on this issue. 
Cosgrave, when he went to London in 
1925, was either so flattered there or sc 
frightened that he was stampeded into 
signing away the tenant purchasers’ birth- 
right for a guarantee from the British 
Government which would satisfy Mr. 
Cosgrave’s ascendancy friends that the 
exorbitant terms upon which agreements 
under the 1923 Act were being made would 
duly materialise in British hard cash for 
them. The secret agreement had been 
buried by Mr. Cosgrave, its sole begetter, 
deep in the secret files. of his Govern- 
ment, and it remained buried there, with 
Mr. Blythe jumping on its grave to keep 
it down until Mr. Thomas, in dire straits 
to find some justification for Britain's 
claim to the land annuities, resurrected 
it. The British could not rely on any 
agreement other than the 1923 one. If it 
were not for that agreement of 1923, said 
Mr. MacEntee, there would be no con-

ips, no suffering, no loss, “It 
is the source of our present evils, and the 
men who si it and his colleagues, who 
concealed all knowledge of it from the 
Irish people, are now foremost in the 
attempt to stampede us into accepting it.

The very proper conclusion of 
the British declaration is that the problem 
can best be solved by friendly negotiation 
and agreed adjustment, not by peremptory 
challenge or by withdrawal from the 
deliberations which are about to be 
resumed, and the chances that the German 
Government will reconsider their decision 
must, it is to be feared, be lessened by 
the accident that that decision has in the 
meantime been made public. 

It is quite definitely a cause of resent- 
ment to a sovereign nation, The Times 
continues, that it is not allowed to build, 
for instance, a single big gun or a single 
midget tank. Is it not possible to say 
now to Germany that categorical restric- 
tions which are not within a certain period 
imposed upon all by the Disarmament 
Convention will no longer be imposed 
upon her? There is reason to believe that 
the Government of Germany would at this 
time accept limits in size and in numbers 
which would keep her armaments below 
any corresponding limits that may be im- 
posed upon themselves by the other 
Powers. The principle of limitation is 
still in theory accepted by all. It will be 
a disaster if it is ever abandoned. It 
seems, therefore, to be in the highest 
degree desirable that the statesmen who 
are meeting in the Bureau of the Disarma- 
ment Conference in two days’ time should 
come to an early decision as to whether 
they are prepared to abrogate the clauses 
in Part V. of the Versailles Treaty which 
may be found to be inconsistent with the 
terms of a new Disarmament Convention. 
A reasonable decision upon that point 
must. either bring representatives of 
Germany to Geneva or produce the 
strongest evidence that what the present 
German Government really desires is not a 
satisfactory outcome of the Conference, 


but liberty to rearm.

Dr. Ryan said that Mr. Cosgrave stated in 
Dublin that the Government were not ful- 
filing election pledges. The Government, 
Dr. Ryan retorted, had removed the Oath of 
Allegiance, protected Irish industries and 
improved. social services, On October Ist 
an Act would come into operation to give fair 
play to old age pensioners, and restore to 
blind persons money of which the late Go. 
vernment deprived them. In addition, when 
the Committee reported which was sitting to 
find out the best scheme for widows’ and 
orphans’ pénsions, a scheme would be, pro- 
vided. ealing with the new Housing Bill, 
Dr. Ryan said that as a result houses which, 
under the Cosgrave Government, would have 
cost occupants 4s. 6d. a week, would cést how 
2s a week. ‘The pledge that the Opposition 
blamed the Government ‘most for fulfilling, 
said the Minister, was that relating to land 
annuities. The Government did not want any 
limited Court to decide on this question, 
“At Ottawa, he said, “I listened to South

THE STRONGEST PARTY. 


The Government had been accused of being 
afraid to negotiate, but President de Valera, 
when he met Mr. Macdonald in England, 
said, “'Í will negotiate here and now,” 
whereupon Mr. Macdonald, becoming afraid, 
said you will have to pay the money first, 
‘in any war, whether it is a war fought by 
military or an economic war, or a trade union 
war, the strongest party always wins,” said 
the Minister. ''We are the strongest party 
in this case, because we hold the money. 
There is another thing in-a war, and that is, 
that if people want to win they must be 
veady to make sacrifices. There are people 
calling on us to make peace and at the same 
time they want us to win. They want us to 
x9 to England and say ‘ we cannot fight you 
any longer, we want to nogotiate.’’’ 

The irish people made sacrifices in the 
land war. They were fighting the same 
people then as now, and the Government were 
going to see that they would win, with the 
people behind them. The Opposition said 
that Mr. de Valera cotild make a good settle- 
ment, but they would not get behind him to 
help him to make that settlement. The only 
explanation was that they wanted to. put the 
Government out to get in themselves, Eng. 
land would negotiate when victory for Ire- 
land: was in sight, but not sooner. Fianna 
Fail knew very well that England was not 
going to win, and; therefore. they were not 
going over to her to say “ please negotiate.” 

Kemarking that they were being constantly 
pressed to say what they were going to do 
with the “White Army” and i so talking 
treason throughout the country, he said :— 

When people talk like that chout their 
own country they were guilty of treason, that 
is it they give information to the enemy. but 
ii they give wrong inggrmation to the enemy 
it 18 not treason, but patriotism. ‘They are 
telling England that she is going to win, but 
England is not going to win.” 

lhe trouble in Sealing with their opponents 
was that they were suffering from a delusion. 
They thought they would return to wer, 
and madmen could not be put into jail, but 
must be sent to an asylum. ‘I'he Government 
knew that the people were suffering, and 
because they realised there was poverty they 
relused to pay England five millions a year 
tribute. they did not need Deputy 
MacDermot to preside over a farmers’ meat- 
ing at the Mansion House to tell them thet 
prices were down, said Dr. Kyan, who quoted 
market reports to show that prices were Also 
down in England and Northern Ireland, and 
added that farmers had to pay their rents in 
those countriés. Poor prices in the Free State 
were not due to the economic war, but to a 
general fall in prices throughout the world. 
Prices for milk and butter were higher here 
than in Northern Ireland. in the British 
market the price of butter was 105 shillings, 
while the guaranteed price here was 117 
shillings. ‘The price of potatoes was better 
here than in Northern Ireland, and from 
to-morrow the Free State producers would 
get the saine price for bacon and pork as 
operated in the North. ‘*' We mean to deal 
with the cattle of this country also and see 
that, prices ara improved for the farmer,’

; GRAIN GROWING. 

_ Referring to grain prices he said that by 
increasing these the Government would make 
Free State farmers better off than Northern 
farmers. lí they had continued as under 
the last Government they would have had 
to pay nine millions for imported grain. 
Every farmer who had grown wheat in the 
Free State knew that it could be grown here. 
The farmer who sold his wheat at a guaran- 
teed price of 23s. 6d. to 25s. a barrel would 
have made more out of his land and have 
given more employment than by raising cattle 
for the British market. | 
to be compelled to take his cattle off the 
land and grow wheat, but the Government 
was going to see that men who grew wheat 
got a fair price, and they were going to tel! 
the men with cattle that they could not do 
much in that direction so long as Britain 
controlled prices. “We have proved,"’ de- 
clared the Minister, “that we could feed 
everything on home-grown grain. We hope 
within the next week or so to have some 
scheme in operation to help farmers in this 
year's crop of oats and barley. 

* The cattle situation will be dealt with,” 
he added, “and the farmer who wants to 
stock his land with good breeding heifers and 
cows will get the money to do it, and when

The Premier was questioned as to a 
dossier dealing with German armaments 
which has been compiled by the French 
rith Office, and replied that it had 
already served in conversations with 
certain friendly Powers, and that he 
would reveal its contents when he judged 
the moment opportune, as, for example, 
if Germany's claim came before the 
League. An international inquiry into 
the matter might be advisable. 

The latest news from Germany, the 
programme of military training for youn 
Germany, and the order for the thi 
‘* pocket battleship,’’ have caused an un- 
favourable impression in France, where 
opinion is summed up in the words: 
“ Germany is passing from words to acts.''

PERILS OF A LAX 
HOME LIFE. 


SERMON BY FATHER 
ALOYSIUS, 


street, Dublin, was yesterday the sub- 
ject of an appeal for its support in a 

charity sermén, at the Church of St. Mary 
of the Angels, by the Very Rev. Father 
Aloysius, O.M.Cap., ex-Provincial. 

In the presence of a large congregation 
Father Aloysius said that the worid to-day 
talked much of the grievances of men. There 
was widespread unemployment, and con- 
sequently dire distress, On the other hand, 
there was heartless profiteering. Men’ pre- 
tending to a profession of Christianity had no 
scruple in taking selfish, greedy advantage of 
their helpless and defenceless fellow-men. 

There was: another evil more deplorable 
and widespread, and the world was silent 
about. it—the evil of sin. If it spoke the 
word it was to refer to some public tragedy, 
some social injustice, some business fraud 
that. had been detected and exposed. The 
wotld could, not understand the word as it 
affected the supreme relations between man 
and his God. The world had no time for the 
justice and the: charity. designed ‘ by Provi- 
dence to regulate the relations. between man 
and his Maker, of the bonds between man 
and man, of the safeguarding of peace and 
happiness in the human family. Men cried 
out for redress, fot reformation and for revo- 
lution, but there was no thought of redress- 
ing the insults.offered to the supreme Diety ; 
there was no thought of the reformation of 
the hearts and consciences of men; there was 
no suggestion of the restoration of the King- 
dom of Christin the world- 


IGNORING GOD. 

The truth was that the world had been 
trying to get on without’ God. Even in 
Catholic . Ireland had they not to »de- 
plore the prevalence at the present day 
of un-Christian. standards oí . commerce? 
In spite of the masses that thronged the 
Sunday Services; in spite of the long roll of 
the confraternities and other organisations ; 
in spite of all, unchristian standards seemed 
to regulate their lives. 

This world told them to keep God for the 
Sanctuary, to forget Him in the home, to 
forget Him in the market, to forget Him in 
their social gatherings. 

Look at the Press! Sensational reports of 
English scandals when Lrish crimes were not 
available filled. the news columns, Noté the 
extent of the sale of filthy, immoral Sunday 
papers. ‘I'he cinema, with its talkie accompant- 
ment, held nothing sacred. ‘he very traditions 
of their homes were the subject of cheap 
jests and ridicule. 

it. required the scrupulous solicitude of Irish 
fathers and Ilrigsh mothers in ages gone, the 
Christian discipline in Irish homes originating 
from family prayers, and the supervision of 
children’ and the selection of their com- 
panious, td produce the renown of the purity 
of the maidens of Ireland and the rebust 


morality of its men. 


LOOSENING OF RESTRAINT. 

To-day they were beginning to reap the 
harvest of a laxity that had been creeping 
into lrish homes. In.the’ past generation 
there had been a distinct loosening of 
restraints and of attention to the detail of 
home government, 

‘“''o-day 1 am pleading for a Home for 
Defenceless Girls, ” Father Aloysius went on. 
“The sad condition of these girls can be 
traced to the want of a Christian home, to 
the eruel liberty to do as they would, the 
liberty’ to do as they liked, given them by 
negligent and misguided parents, and to these 
girls’ own failure to understand the priceless 
blessing of a good home and conscientious 
parents. Se 

‘These poor girls are the victims of some 
unscrupulous, degenerate villain, They have 
been led astray, and the wretch who brought 
about their fall got away te walk among 
men unashamed, while the poor victim he 
had brought down could not raise her head 
but to. be despised and scorned.
